Former Elba policeman asks council for cause 


The Elba City Council meeting 
Monday evening was unusually long 
for this administration, but an hour 
and forty five minutes of it were 
spent in executive session concern- 
ing a request from a former police 
officer, 

The meeting opened routinely 
with prayer, reading of the minutes 
of the last meeting and a report 
from Police Chief John White that 
matters in his department had been 
routine. However, former police 
Officer Michael Patrick, who 
resigned several days ago, then 
addressed the council and said he 
wanted to know just why Chief White 
had asked him to resign. 

Mayor Bob English asked White 
if he wanted to address that question 
in open meeting or would he prefer 
the council go into executive session, 
White stated it would be better if the 
matter were addressed in executive 
session; and five minutes into the 
council meeting the council went into 
executive session. This is allowed in 
Alabama law when ‘the good name 
or character of a person may be 
discussed.” 

All five council members were 
present at the meeting and the local 
citizens attending were the largest in 
number of any recent meeting. A 
number of these were present 
because of their interest in this 
police matter. After the council 
members had been in their private 
session for about 20 minutes, they 
called Mr. Patrick into the closed 
room, Following his time in the 
room, seven or eight other local 
citizens were called into the execu- 
tive session after they expressed a 


, 


desire to testify in the matter, 

The council came out of their 
executive session at 6:50 with the 
mayor announcing the council had 
voted unanimously to accept Chief 
White’s recommendation that the 
city accept the resignation of Patrick. 
Later they made the motion and took 
the vote in open session when it was 
pointed out to them that no actions 
can be taken in these executive 


sessions. Again the vote was 
unanimous, 
The Elba Rescue Squad 


committee on the proposal to reno- 
vate the former Gunter Dunn build- 
ing was present with their report on 
the estimated cost of renovating the 
building for their use. According to 
spokesman Ricky Carlisle, the part of 
the building they would be using 
would amount to about two-thirds of 
the facility and the cost of getting 
this ready for use would be about 
$20,000. It would also include some 


cosmetic improvements on the 
outside of the balance of the 
building. 


Included in this would be a new 
roof, using a slanted roof, rather 
than the present flat roof, new 
ceiling and a 5-ton air conditioner. 
Carlisle noted some of the materials 
could be purchased at cost from a 
local building supply and that other 
area building professionals had 
offered their services; therefore the 
cost was being kept down. He 
responded to a council member 
however that these were not absolute 
figures and he couldn’t promise that 
the cost would not run higher, once 
renovation was underway. 

Mayor English announced that

Commission takes no action on request to 


allow health dept. to impose fees for services 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Feb. 22, at the courthouse in Elba 
and tabled a. request from Coffee 
County Health Dept. director 
Kenneth Ball that the commission 
sponsor legislation authorizing the 
health department to begin charging 
fees for certain services offered by 
the department. 

Ball informed the commission 
that 22 counties in the state currently 
charged for various services offered 
by county health departments and 
passed around a proposed piece of 
legislation that he requested the 
commission approve and send on to 
the state for passage into law. 

“This legislation will give the 
county health department the 
authority to impose fees if additional 
funds are needed,’ stated Ball, 
‘and with the skyrocketing costs of 
administering vaccines and the 
possibility of AIDS testing in the 
very near future, it is likely that 
funding for the department will be 
badly needed. 

“Health department nurses 
administer 85 percent of the vaccines 
in the county and average seeing 100 
patients per day, which is costly. If 
the legislation is passed the county 
commission will have the authority to 
approve or disapprove any fees that 
are recommended, which gives the 
commission the final say on what will 
be charged and what services will 
carry a fee.’’ 

The legislation given to the 
members of the commission stated 


earlier in the day he had had a local 
industry express an interest in 
needing additional space and he 
would recommend to the council that 
no decision be made on the building 
in any way until after this had been 
pursued. Both the council and rescue 
squad members agreed this made 
good sense. 

Carlisle and rescue squad captain 
Junior Kelley expressed apprecia- 
tion to the city council for their 
continued support of the emergency 
medical unit and said they felt the 
progress that had been made by the 
rescue squad wouldn’t have been 
possible without the continued 
support of the city council. 

Mayor English said, ‘‘On behalf 
of the cquncil, I would like to say how 
much we appreciate the work of the 
rescue squad members. We feel we 
have one of the finest - if not the 


that the law would give the county 
Board of Health the authorization to 
designate the services rendered by 
the health department for which a 
reasonable fee may be charged, and 
also to set the appropriate fee for 
each service. Any fees charged 
would be subject to approval by the 
commission and all funds received 
for the services would go into the 


general fund of the county 
department. 
Commissioner Jimmy Bryan 


voiced immediate opposition to the 
proposal and stated, ‘‘If we allow 
this we will be asking the taxpayers 
to pay twice! The services are 
already being offered by the depart- 
ment because of tax dollars, and by 
adding a fee it will mean the 
taxpayers will be forced to simply 
pay again for the services they have 
already paid for.’’ 

Commissioner Damascus 
Crittenden also voiced opposition to 
the proposal and declared, ‘‘I think if 
a fee system is imposed it will hurt 
the entire department. To receive 
the services at no charge, residents 
will have to provide information they: 
might consider private, and many of 
those who would be eligible for free 
services wouldn’t even sign up.’’ 

Ball stated that the department 
would provide free and discounted 
Services to those in need and 
reported that federal guidelines were 
already in place, then said, ‘‘It states 
in the legislation that no citizen shall 
be denied any service because of the 
person’s inability to pay.’’

Larry Lee, executive director of

Inmate recaptured Tuesday after 


overpowering matron at county jail 


A minimum security inmate who 
escaped from the Coffee County Jail 
in Elba early Tuesday morning, Feb. 
23, was recaptured at approximately 
8:30 a.m, Tuesday after track dogs 
from Troy led a search party to the 
home of the fugitive’s father in 
Ozark. 

Coffee County Chief Deputy Tom 
Weeks reported that John Andrew 
Warren, age 31, of Enterprise, 
escaped from the county jail at 
approximately 3:30 a.m. after over- 
powering jail matron Rebecca 
Whigham Sasser, Warren 
apparently entered the front of the 
jail in the early hours Tuesday 
morning and asked Sasser for 


medicine after complaining he could 
not go to sleep. 

Sasser, who as a minimum 
Security prisoner, was housed 
downstairs, then reportedly grabbed 
the matron and held a sharp object to 
her neck, forcing her to accompany 
him from the jail and taking her car, 

Sasser was released at approxi- 
mately 6 a.m. near the Dale County - 
Barbour County line, and Warren 
later abandoned the vehicle five 
miles north of Ariton. Dogs were 
called in to aid in the search for the 
escapee and the dogs led authorities 
to the home of Warren's father, 
where the escapee was found hiding.

Commissioner Robert Stevens 
stated, ‘‘It’s not fair to charge one 
person and not charge another, and I 
can’t support the fee system. I 
realize the health department is 
doing a good job in Coffee County 
and across the state, but it’s not 
right to penalize people who might 
be retired and happen to have been 
able to put aside a little money, or to 
penalize those people who pay taxes 
to support such programs. 

‘If we go to a fee system I think 
we'll see people begin to go to a 
doctor for services instead of going 
to the health department, and all 
we'll wind up with are those who 
receive the services free, which 
brings us back to where we are 
now.”" 

Commissioner Eugene Bradley 
echoed the sentiments of his 
colleagues and stated, ‘‘It’s like 
making some people pay twice for 
the same thing. The tax dollars are 
what keep the department open and 
then to charge those who have 
already paid the taxes just doesn’t 
seem fair.’’ 

Commissioner Bill Faulk was the 
only commissioner who sided with 
Ball, and declared, ‘‘While I don’t 
like the idea of fees for services, Ido 
realize similar systems are working 
in other counties, and we may have 
to do something like it some day, I 
would like for the proposed legisla- 
tion to ‘be acted on by us so no 
current services will be affected.’’ 

Commissioner Billy Eagerton 
took no stand on the matter, but 
suggested that the entire matter be 
tabled to give the commissioners 
time to look into the proposal further 
and to discuss the plan with the 
county’s legislators. The commission 
agreed with the idea to table the 
proposal and apparently will discuss 
it at a future meeting. 

The bi-monthly meeting began at 
9 a.m. and after routine approval of 
the minutes, the commission 
adopted a motion that would change 
the procedure involving letting of 
bids by the county. 

Commissioner Billy Eagerton 
told county engineer Mark Pool that 
several county businesses had 
expressed displeasure with not being 
asked to submit a bid on herbicide, 
and Eagerton told the engineer that 
something needed to be done to 
make sure that in future bidding all 
local businesses are notified. 

The commission agreed that such 
a problem was one that could be 
avoided and voted to make it policy 
that whenever bids are mailed out a 
copy of those being asked to bid will 
be sent to each commissioner so that 
additional potential bidders may be 
added, 

In other action concerning the 
health department, the commission 
voted to accept an offer from the 
Industrial Board of Enterprise to 
give the commission 30 acres of land

off Highway 167 for use as a new 
health department facility for the 
Enterprise division of the county. , 

Commissioner Sid Averett told. 
the commissioners that the only 
requirement of the county was that 
the commission install sewer lines 
from the National Guard Armory on 
Hwy 167 to the site of the 30 acres. 

Commissioner Jimmy Bryan told 
his colleagues that ‘‘Nothing is free, 
especially when $60,000 will be the 
cost of installing the pipe,’’ and 
again stated that the county already 
owns land at the complex in New 
Brockton that could be used for the 
site of the department. 

The commission discussed the 
offer and then accepted the offer, 
with the stipulation concerning the 
installation of sewer pipes, by a vote 
of 5-2, with commissioners Bryan 
and Stevens voting against the 
motion, 


In other action at 
meeting, the commission: 
***ayreed to hold public hearings at 
the next two county commission 
meetings to discuss the grant appli- 
cation filed by the county for 
extension and installation of rural 
water lines; 

***passed a resolution accepting a 
$6,000 grant to be used to inventory 
existing water lines in the county and 
to identify possible growth areas; 
***heard the county engineer report 
that private road signs were still up 
on a public road near the Woodland 
Grove Community; 
“**agreed to send out invitations to 
bid on fuel, steel pilings and cold mix 
for the engineering department; 
***was informed that power poles 
had been moved on the Bird Mill 
Loop, near New Brockton, and work 
would begin this week on a bridge 
that has been closed for several 
months; 
***approved a request by the county 
engineer that county forces widen 
the entrance to a dirt road near 
Enterprise to allow heavy trucks to 
bypass a residential area; 
***was informed by commission 
clerk Brunease Winston that any 
county employee working over 30 
hours per week on a regular basis 
would have to be deemed a perma- 
nent employee and would be able to 
receive county benefits; 
***heard Commissioner Crittenden 
report that at a recent meeting in 
Auburn it was urged that all county 
commissions support the ‘Home 
Rule’? legislation; 
***approved a request to purchase a 
heating system and fans for the 
multi-purpose building at the Farm 
Center in New Brockton; and 
***was reminded of an upcoming 
tour of the Farley Nuclear Facility.

Dear Editor and Readers, 

Our community has been shaken 
and saddened recently by the death 
of fourteen-year-old Brook 
Daugherty. Those of us who have 
never experienced such a tragedy in 
our families know that we cannot 
experience the depth of loss, hurt 
and grief felt by the Daugherty 


family. 
Brook’s life and death touched 
many in our community. The 


response of our community to the 
Daugherty family during this crucial 
time has made a deep and favorable 
impression upon the family, upon 
me, and upon others. Though we 
have been all but overwhelmed by a 
sense of helplessness our community 
has reached out to them in efforts to 
help share their load of grief, and I 


know that the community has been of 
tremendous help to them. 

Many of us are concerned about 
Brook’s peers - the youth of our 
community. The presence of a 
fourteen-year-old in my home makes 
me acutely aware of this matter. We 
understand and share their feelings 
of grief and anger - especially their 
ever-present question - ‘‘Why?’’ In 
all honesty we have no neat and ay 
answers for them, and we know that 
perhaps the least appropriate expla- 
nation is that ‘‘It was the will of 
God.”’ From this and similar exper- 
iences in life we are learning that 
there are no satisfactory explana- 
tions for some occurrences. 

Iam sure of two things. One, God 
is not our enemy - death is our 
enemy. Two, the most appropriate 
and most helpful thing we have done 
and can do for both Brook’s family 
and her peers is to grieve with them. 

The presence of youth like Brook 
(she was a part of the solution rather 
than a part of the problem) in our 
community reminds us that the most 
important resource in the world is 
our children. They are a source of 
tremendous challenge, encourage- 
ment, and incentive for us. Their 
gifts and abilities make us feel good 
about the future, and we want tpdoa 
better job of preparing them to lead 
our community tomorrow. 

Our memories of Brook will not 
be dominated by the accident or the 
funeral service. We will remember 
Brook - ‘‘Beautiful on the outside 
and beautiful on the inside’’ - as one 
of her former teachers described her. 

We know that our community is 
better because of Brook’s presence 
here for fourteen years, and we will 
continue our lives with a deeper 
desire and commitment to improve 
Our community. We are more aware 
of the fact that death may end our 
existence on earth at any time. My 
prayer is that the family members 
and community members who have 
been touched so deeply by this loss 
will be able to live our lives in such a 
way that we can develop our abilities 
tothe fullest extent possible and in a 
way that will make us most helpful to 
others. 

Out of this experience I have 
realized again that life is a precious 
and delicate gift and that the most 
appropriate response to that gift is 
gratitude to the Giver. Gratitude is 
the most appropriate response to the 
Giver of life and it is the response 
which contains the greatest potential 
for the development and use of the 
gift of life. I am comforted and 
challenged as I continue my pilgrim- 
age with a sense of gratitude for 
Brook’s life and for my own life.

. Today is Feb. 25, and a very 
special day in my life - a date filled 
with love and warm memories; for 21 
years ago, Jimmy and I were 
married, It is hard to believe that 21:

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Alabama Poison Center 
Releases Statistics For 1987 


Children, as expected, are the 
most frequent victims of poisonings, 
accounting for 72 percent of all the 
calls received by the Alabama Poison 
Center. Adults, on the other hand, 
accounted for 80 percent of the 
poisoning fatalaties, according to 
1987 data from the statewide poison 
center in Tuscaloosa. 

These are some of the conclu- 
sions that can be drawn from the 
more than 17,000 calls made to the 
Alabama Poison Control Center dur- 
ing 1987. The Alabama Poison 
Center began its statewide opera- 
tions in 1981 and is now in its third 
year of designation as a ‘regional 
poison control center’’ by the Ameri- 
can Association of Poison Control 
Centers. 

Dr. Robert Geller, medical direc- 
tor for the poison center, observed 
that of the five human fatal poison- 
ings reported to the center in 1987, 
four involved persons over the age of 
18, 

Dr. Geller said that during the 
past year, the poison center received 
calls from every county in the state. 
For most exposure calls, a minimum 
of three additional calls were made 
from the center, with one-hour, 
four-hour, and 24-hour follow-ups. 
Dr. Geller’s report also noted: 

*Most common exposurers for 
drug-related calls were acetamin- 
ophen (Tylenol or generic brands), 
6.6 percent; cold or cough products, 


4.7 percent; aspirin related products, 
3 percent; valium and similar pro- 
ducts, 2.7 percent; and cyclic anti- 
depressants, 1.7 percent. 

*For non-drug related exposure, 
the leading causes were alcohol, 9.8 
percent; hydrocarbon products, 7.5 
percent; detergents or cleaners, 6.6 
percent; cholrine bleach, 3.5 per- 
cent; plants, 3.2 percent; food poi- 
soning, 2.8 percent; and insecti- 
cides, 2.7 percent. 

*Of the poison exposure calls, 
management of the patient were 
referred to a medical facility by the 
poison center; in 13 percent of the 
calls, the patient was already in a 
health facility. 

*On a state distribution of calls 
received, the North Alabama EMS 
Region led with 23.5 percent of all 
calls, followed by southeast Alabama 
EMS with 18.8 percent.

Don’t Ignore Safety Practices

You probably hear some kind of 
safety tip just about every day, And 
if you're like most people, you may 
not pay much attention to such 
Suggestions. However, keeping a 
sh basic guidelines in mind can pay 
off. 


Check for worn or damaged 
wires, sockets, plugs and cords, and 
repair or replace them promptly, 
Inspect electrical wiring periodically. 
Expand and upgrade your system to 
safely keep up with growing power 
demands. 

Keep electrical appliances away 
from bathtubs and sinks. Ground 
fault circuit interrupters can help 
protect against shock in bathrooms, 
kitchens, shop and work areas that 
may have wet or damp surfaces. 

Keep portable power tools and 
appliances out of the reach of small 
children, Teach older children how to 
safely use electrical appliances. 

Look up when you're moving tall 
equipment or erecting a long ladder 
near overhead powerlines. 

Know what to do if someone 
receives a severe shock. Cardio- 
pulmonary resuscitation (CPR) can 
revive many shock victims, provided 
it’s administered within a few 
minutes after the incident. 

Keep power and extension cords 
where no one will trip over them. 
And be sure to use extensions that 
are heavy enough for the job. © 


SEWING MACHINE CARE 

Just like your car, your sewing 
machine needs regular care to keep 
it running smoothly. Here are some 
tips. 

Clean the machine often. 
Threads and fluff from fabric collect 
in the machine as you sew and will 
clog the machine if allowed to build 
up. Brush around the feed dogs, 
needle plate and shuttle area after 
every two garments you sew, 

Keep the machine covered when 
you're not using it, tokeep dust from 


getting inside the machine. But, 
don’t use a plastic cover, since it will 
hold in moisture. 

Replace the needle after every 
two garments or when you notice 
skipped stitches or snags. Don’t sew 
over pins, as that can dull or break 
the needle, 

Don’t sew off the edge of the 
fabric, as it causes the feed dogs and 
presser foot to grind against each 
other. If these parts become worn, 
the fabric may feed unevenly or 
snag. 

Oil the machine properly, after 
each 8 to 12 hours of actual sewing. 
However, if the machine is per- 
manently lubricated, don’t oil it. 
Check the owner’s manual for 
specific oiling instructions. 


NEW FABRIC TRENDS 

Washed and wrinkled cottons, 
rayons, silks and blends are the 
newest trend in spring and summer 
fabrics. Pre-washed and _ inten- 
tionally crumpled, these fabrics 
don't need ironing. 

The degree of wrinkling varies 
from just slight surface creases with 
random water spots to something 
closer to a crinkled look. The 
garments made with the washed and 
wrinkled fabrics are casual - over- 
sized T-shirts, tiered skirts and 
loose-fitting, slip-like sundresses 
with matching jackets, Details are 
simplified - ribbing replaces facings, 
waistlines are elasticized, seams are 
serged and hems are put in by 
machine. 

You can even duplicate the look 
at home. Start with a plain-surface 
fabric in blouse- or dress-weight 
fabric. “Test the effect‘on an oblong 
scarf (4"’ x 45"') cut from the fabric. 
Just wash the fabric by hand or by 
machine on the gentlest cycle. Then 
crumple or wring the fabric to get the 
desired look, Let it dry, then press 
lightly if the wrinkles are more 
pronounced than you want,

Is Soul Sleep Taught 


In Scripture? 


HARVEY BOWLIN, Pastor, Elba Church of God 

I believe that all Scriptures used to teach soul-sleep clearly 
refer to the body which does sleep in the dust of the earth 
until the resurrection of the body as in Dan. 12:2 and John 
5:28-29. The body is the only part of man that dies at physical 
death (James 2:26). The reason it dies is because the inner 
man, the life of the body, leaves the body. It then goes back to 
the dust and is spoken of as being asleep (Gen. 3:19), (Eccl. 
3:19-21), (Mt. 9:24), and many other Scriptures. 

Every Scripture used by those who teach soul-sleep refers 
to the body and not tothe soul and Spirit, as can be seen by an 
examination of the so-called proof texts themselves. Let us 
look at them: (1) - Sleep in the dust (Job 7:21; Psalm 22:15; 
Psalm 146:4; Eccl. 3:19-20; Dan. 12:2). The body only was 
made of dust and that is what will return to dust again (Gen. 
2:7; 3:19; Eccl. 2:20). The soul and Spirit are not made of 
material substances as the body so they will not return to 
dust. (2) Death - a falling asleep (Acts 7:60; 13:36; 1 Cor. 
15:6, 18, 20, 51; 1 Thes. 4:13-17; 5:10; 2 Pet. 3:4). This is trut 
as far as the body is concerned, for the body is the only part 
men can see as falling asleep. : eee 

No man can see the soul and Spirit or the invisible part of 
men, whether it falls asleep or not. In Acts 13:36 that which 
fell asleep was laid in a tomb and saw corruption. That seeing 
corruption definitely refers to the flesh is clear from Psalm 
16:10; Acts 2:23-32. In these passages it was the flesh that 
saw nocorruption, while the soul went to hell. In David’s case 
his flesh saw corruption (Acts 13:36). In all other passages 
above the thing that fell asleep was the flesh or body (1 Cor. 

§:35). Naturally, the body falls asleep when the, Spirit 
eavee it (James 2:26). (3) Death is spoken of as sleep with 
the fathers and slept with the fathers (Dt. 31:16) (2 Sam. 
7:12). This refers to the body falling asleep. (4) No difference 
between man and beast in death. (Eccl. 3:19-20): This is used 
as conclusive proof by false cults that both man and beast 
become extinct at death, but an honest acknowledgement of 
facts here will show that it refers to the body, not the soul. It 
says, all to to our own place; all are of the dust, and all turn to 
dust again. There can be no argument against this, for both 
men and beast were made of dust as far as the body is 
concerned (Gen. 2:7, 19). fae ee 

All bodies do return to dust again, but nothing is said here 
or any other place, that the souls and Spirits or the invisible 
and intangible parts of men and beast were made of dust. On 
the contrary, this same passage proves there is a distinction 
between man and beast as far as their spirits are concerned, 
for the spirit of man goeth upward, and the spirit of beast 
goeth downward to the earth. (5) No consciousness in death 
(Psalm 6:5). This verse must be understood with other facts. 
In physical death there is no remembrance because the body 
dies and has nosoul or spirit in it that could cause the body to 
continue having memory and consciousness. The body 
without the spirit is dead (James 2:26). '

When something goes wrong 
with our TV set, we either call a 
repairman or we take it tothe shop to 
have it tested. Usually the trouble is 
easily corrected. 

But there is one problem with 
television that is not easy to solve. It 
has to do with how much time we 
give to it and what we watch. 

Here are some guidelines to help 
Christian families evaluate their 
viewing habits: 

A. Priorities: TV should not come 
before personal and family devo- 
tions, church responsibilities, school 
work or household chores. 
+, B. Personal growth: TV should 
not become a substitute for reading 


good books nor replace family 
sharing. 
C. Principles: TV programs 


should be rejected if they: 
1. Present violence as a 
legitimate way of achieving goals. 
2. Approve of adultery, homo- 


sexuality or sex before marriage, 
either directly or by implication. 

3. Reflect a negative attitude 
toward the sacredness of the family 
and fidelity in marriage. : 

4. Minimize ‘the seriousness 
of such sins as murder, dishonesty, 
greed, lust, profanity and immoral- 
ity. 

Some documentaries and great 
classics portray life with realism and 
are educational. Even so, we must 
ask, ‘‘What is the intent of the 
story?’ We should never watch a 
program that appeals to our sinful 
nature. 

One knob on the TV set can 
correct bad viewing habits. It’s 
called the ‘‘On-Off’ switch. Let’s 
ask God for discernment to know 
when to use it.

ANSWERS TO YOUR 
BIBLE QUESTIONS 


Why did Paul tell the 
Corinthians, ‘I thank God 
that | baptized none of 


you’? 


BOB PRICHARD 


It seems strange that the apostle Paul would tell the Corinthians 
that he’ was thankful he baptized none of them, when he teaches us 
more about the importance of baptism than any other New Testament 
writer. When he wrote to the church at Rome, he pointed to their 
common baptism into Christ; ‘*Know ye not that so many of us as were 
baptized into Jesus Christ were baptized into his death? Therefore we 
are buried with him by baptism into death: that like as Christ was 
raised up from the dead by the glory of the Father, even so we also 
should walk in newness of life’’ (Rom. 6:3-4). 

Most apparent contradictions in scripture can very easily be 
explained by looking at the context (the surrounding verses). The 
church in Corinth was filled with problems: abuses of the Lord’s 
Supper, abusers of the spiritual gifts, problems concerning marriage, 
Christians taking one another before the law, and most importantly, 
division within the church. Jesus had prayed that all of His followers 
would be united (John 17:20-21), but the church at Corinth was 
dividing into sects and denominations. 

Paul wrote, ‘‘I beseech you, brethren, by the name of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, that ye all speak the same thing, that there be no 
divisions among you’’ (1 Cor. 1:10), Division was so severe that some 
were saying ‘‘lam of Paul,’’ others, ‘‘1 am of Apollos,’’ and others, ‘‘I 
am of Cephas.’’ Paul asked, ‘‘Is Christ divided? was Paul crucified for 
you? or were ye baptized in the name of Paul?’’ (1 Cor. 1:12-13). The 
divisions within the Corinthian church had reached the point that they 
were no longer simply Christians, but were becoming ‘‘Paulite 
Christians,’’ ‘‘Apollosite Christians,’’ and ‘*Cephasite Christians.’ 
They were no longer claiming to follow Jesus, but the preachers who 
had taught or baptized them. 

It is in the context of their division that Paul said, ‘‘I thank God that 
I baptized none of you, but Crispus and Gaius; lest any should say that 
Ihad baptized in mine own name. And I baptized also the household of 
Stephanas; besides I know not whether I baptized any other, For Christ 
sent me not to baptize, but to preach the gospel: not with wisdom of 
words, lest the cross of Christ should be made of none effect’’ (1 Cor, 
1:14-18), Paul was not saying that he was thankful that he had not 
emphasized or practiced baptism, but was saying that he was glad that 
there were only a few Corinthians who could claim to be ‘‘Paulites”’ 
because they had been baptized personally by him. This is certainly the 
reason that Jesus did not personally baptize in water, but let His 
disciples do the baptizing (John 4:2), Paul was glad to preach the whole 
gospel of Christ, which includes baptism.

Softball Champs To Play In Elba Sunday 


The Steele’s Silver Bullets, co- 
sponsored by Steele’s Sports Com- 
pany of Grafton, Ohio and Coors 
Light of Golden, Colorado, will be 
making their first appearance of the 
year in the state of Alabama on 
Sunday, Feb. 28, when they take the 
field in Elba, Alabama to battle two 
area teams. 

The Silver Bullets began the 1988 
40-state tour on Feb. 23 in Panama 
City, Florida and before the season is 
complete in September the world 
champions will play in such stadiums 
as the Seattle, Washington King- 
dome, prior to a major league game 
between the Seattle Mariners and 
Detroit Tigers. 

A look down the roster of the 
Silver Bullets reads like a ‘‘Who’s 
Who” in the world of softball with 
such names as Craig Elliott, a 6-4, 
300 pounder who batted .706 last 
season with 661 home-runs and once 
hit five homers in a single inning; 
Mike Macenko, a 6-3, 265 pound 
slugger who set world records last 
year with 844 home-runs and 1,534 
runs batted in; Scott Virkus, a 6-6, 
280 pound hulk that hit 680 home- 
runs and 197 doubles while also 
driving in 1,171 runs; Doug 
Roberson, a small player at only 6-0, 
225 pounds, who belted out 672 
home-runs and collected 1,272 RBI’s 
and once hit two grand-slams 
in one inning and big Monty Tucker, 


who at 6-8, 308 pounds is the biggest 
player on the roster and last season 
hit 413 homers and knocked in 868 
runs, ; 

Other Steele’s players hitting 
over 500 home-runs during the ’87 
season were Mike Bolen (554), Ricky 
Huggins (565), Kenny Dain (506) 
and Ron Parnell (528). Newcomers 
this year include Billy Blake (6-1, 
265), Ted Cox (6-4, 260), Ken Loeri 


(6-3, 245), Ernest Montgomery 
(6-1-, 210) and Terry Perryman 
(5-11-, 205). 


Last season the Steele’s squad 
won tournaments in North Carolina, 
Nevada, Virginia, Ohio, Wisconsin, 
Tennessee, South Carolina, 
Michigan, Texas, lowa, not counting 
the bevy of wins piled up during the 
tour. 

Team highlights during the 1987 
season were many, with perhaps the 
tops being the record of 340 wins and 
15 losses, making the team the first 
in softball history to win over 300 
games in a season. The record of 
6,690 home-runs is the most talked 
about everywhere the Silver Bullets 
travel, as is the team’s .695 batting 
average. The single game record 
that many feel could be broken at 
Elba’s 275-foot park is the record of 
108 runs in a single game, while 
another record almost sure to be 
broken Sunday afternoon will be the 
single game mark of 63 home-runs! 


During the past year Steele’s made 
their mark on the softball world and 
other marks that deem mention 
inlcude - 26 home-runs in an inning; 
10 home-runs in succession; 40 runs 
in one inning; 10 home-runs in 
succession; 40 runs in one inning 
(twice); 30 straight hits; 471 innings 
of 10 or more runs being scored and 
97 straight wins. 

Individual records have already

= “I knew there would always be 
*» pressure when I accepted the job at 
=" New Brockton,’’ said Coach Kinsaul 
»during a recent break in the action, 
~ “but I had wanted the job the year 
before when I was an assistant and 
there was no way I was going to let a 
little pressure keep me from getting 
it the second time around.” 

“I grew up as the son of a coach 
at Straughn and knew exactly what 
being a coach could do to a person,” 
added Kinsaul, ‘‘but my father had a 
lot of success in coaching and I felt I 
learned a lot from him and knew I 
could do the job. It’s not always fun 
and games like a lot of people think 
and you are always second-guessed, 
even when you win, but it’s what I 
enjoy doing and I’m happy to be at a 
school like New Brockton that is rich 
in tradition and has students that 
want to keep the tradition alive.” 

Kinsaul inherited the basketball 


position after perhaps the lowest 
point in the New Brockton cage 
history, a season with only 4 wins in 
1982. His first year at the helm ‘was 
a rebuilding one as he pieced back 
together a team and posted a record 
of 12-11. 

While the record wasn’t exactly 
outstanding, the foundation had 
obviously been established, because 
Kinsaul followed the initial season 
with a 20-6 record and followed it 
with consecutive 20-win seasons of 
21-6, 20-7, 22-5 and 21-4 (this season 
with games still left in tourney 
action). 

A 116-39 coaching record is 
certainly outstanding and a 5-year 
mark since the first rebuilding year 
of 104-28 borders greatness, a word 
Kinsaul laughed at when mentioned. 


“I’m not a great coach and we 
don’t have any great players,” 
Stated the Gamecock head man, 
‘*We just work real hard throughout 
the year and then play hard every 
game. Wins don’t come just because 
we’re New Brockton. It’s easy for 
another team to get up when they 
play us, and we always have to be 
ready because we know — our 
Opponents will always be at their 
best and try to knock us off. That 
makes it hard, but that’s the way we 
want it because it means that we’re 
the team everybody wants to beat 
and that mean’s we’re winning.’’ 

Looking back at his six seasons at 
New Brockton, Coach Kinsaul 
stated, ‘‘The schedule in 1983 was 
unreal in that we played teams like 
Northview, Ozark, Pike County and 
Headland on a home-and-home basis 
despite the fact the team had won 
only four games the year before. It 


was almost too much to ask the 
players to even show up some 
nights, much less expect them to 
think they could win. 

“We were small that first year 
and didn’t have a lot of talent, but we 
all developed good work habits and 
began to build back the tradition that 
had grown so much a part of the 
school. In’84 we were short and had 
only five real players, but won a 
bunch of games through guts and 
hard work, and then the next year we 
played deliberate with a couple of 
big kids inside and made it back to 
the state tourney. Just making it to 
State was more than we had hoped 
for and you could tell it when we hit 
the floor and played as poorly as we 
had all year. 

‘The loss at state hurt; however, 
it gave the other teams something to 
shoot for, and after missing it in 1986 
we made it back to state last season 
with what was the best overall team 
I'd had. We lost again in the first 
round, but didn’t play well enough to 
win and knew it after the game. This 
year we’ve been a little surprised at 
the success we have had because we 
have only two players back with any 
varsity experience at all. 

‘*Rocky Head is a pure shooter 
and a leader, while Stanley Foster is 
as close as we've got to a big man at 
6'3’’ and he leads us every game 
inside. These two seniors have been 
the glue that has held the bunch 
together! 

**The remaining players included 
two sophomores up from the B-team 
and a freshman who has started 
every game all season. On the bench 
we’ve got a couple of guys who know 
their roles, but on paper we’re not 
really that strong. Thank goodness 


you don’t play in the papers. 

**This season has been somewhat 
of a trial-and-error year because of 
the 3-point play and what it’s forced 
many teams to do,”’ stated Kinsaul. 
“‘We give Rocky Head the green 
light to shoot it at will, but we didn’t 
put in any plays to get anybody in the 
shot. and haven’t changed our 
defense to stop the shot. If I] had my 
choice I'd do away with it immedia- 
tely because it lets undisciplined 
teams that can’t do anything but gun 
it up win a lot of games. The fans like 
it though, and that probably means 
it’ll be around for years to come.” 

‘‘When I first took over it was my 
goal to take a team to state and just 
be a part of the atmosphere of what 
goes on at the tournament,”’ Kinsaul 
said, ‘‘but after going twice and 
coming away disappointed I want to 
take a team up there and win some 
games and hopefully bring home 
the big prize. We haven’t played as 
easy a schedule as many people 
think this season, and the only 1A 
school we played was Kinston, so 
maybe the schedule will help us in 
the sub-state tourney and at state, if 
we make it.’’ 

In a game where success is

judged by a win-loss record Coach 
Kinsaul has proven to be a big 
winner; however, he has proven to 
be a winner in many other ways and 
he’s continuing to grow each and 
every year, 


If New Brockton can manage to 
keep the youthful coach, it will 
certainly mean that the basketball 
tradition established will be a part of 
the school’s rich sports history for 
years to come!

The Kinston Bulldogs took out 
the frustrations of a disappointing

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County election officials keeping fingers 


erossed that voters will understand options 


While many national political experts 
have labeled March 8 as ‘‘Super Tues- 
day,’’ voting officials in Alabama and 
Coffee County will just be glad when the 
presidential preference and amendment 


‘elections are over and have their fingers 


crossed that the election won't be 
remembered as ‘‘Terrible Tuesday’’ 
because of the mass confusion centered 
around the elections and their possible im- 
plications concerning future elections. 

*‘What the people have are actually 
three elections,’’ stated county election 
supervisor Nell Harvison, ‘‘and the voters 
may vote in one or two, but not in three! 
If a voter wishes to vote for a Democratic 
candidate and delegates, he-she must sign 
the Democratic list before voting and then 
sign a second form if he-she wishes to vote 
on the amendments. 


“A voter who wants to vote for a 
Republican presidential candidate must 
sign the Republican list and then may vote 
for the candidate of his choice, and from 
the long list of delegates from the Con- 
gressional district, and from an even 
longer list of at-large delegates! 

“If a voter wishes to cast votes for 17 
of the 157 at-large Republican delegates, 
he must do so on a paper ballot upon com- 
pletion of the remainder of the voting. A 
Republican may also vote on the statewide 
Wie by signing the amendment 
ist.”’ 

While a voter must declare a party and 
sign a list identifying him-herself as a 
member of either the Democratic or 
Republican party, a voter who signs the 
Republican list may disqualify himself 
from voting this June in the Democratic 


Child support collections reach all-time high 


The Coffee County Dept. of Human 
Resources released its monthly bulletin 
lats week for the month of February, and 
in the report county director Ronald Smith 
stated that while January was ‘‘another 
good month’’ for the department, the 
workers had settled into a ‘*slower pace.”’ 

Smith also reported that he had attend- 
ed a reception for Mrs. Nell Harvison in 
honor of her 30 years of service in the of- 
fice of the probate judge, and attended a 
retirement reception for Mrs. Virginia 
Mills, who had served as Human 
Resource director in Covington County 
for many years. 


Food Stamp Program supervisor Deb- 
bie Jones reported that in January the of- 
fice had issued stamps to a toal of 1,205 
households, with total members of the 
households being 3,065 and the total 
amount of the stamps issued totaling 
$131,071. Sixty-six new food stamp cases 
Were approved during the month and 
twelve were denied, 

Mrs. Jones reported that during the 
month of January the certification workers 
in the office processed over 342 monthly 
report forms and 542 changes, in addition 
to certifications, computer printout in- 
vestigations, taking phone calls, meeting

The director reported that the Child 
Support Program is a cooperative effort 
by the courts, the district attorney's office, 
and the Coffee County Dept. of Human 
Resources, He stated that there was ex- 
cellent teamwork and cooperation between 
these three agencies and added that it was 
only by working cooperatively that such 
a good program exists in Coffee County. 

Smith reported that in addition to the 
setting of court dates for the hearing of 
contempt cases, letters of appreciation will 
be sent to all employers who have 
cooperated in obtaining child support 
payments from their employees, 

Mrs. Cheryl Harrison, assistant district 
attorney for Coffee and Pike Counties, 
stated that all parties receiving a summons 
to appear in court on the designated dates 
needed to keep in mind that if they are in 
arrears, their property can be seized as 
part of their child support obligation. 

Mrs. Harrison stated that property 
records are now being checked and anyone 
owning property such as cars, as well as 
other assets, needed to be aware that this 
property can be used in meeting child sup- 
port payments, 

She also reported that she will be at the 
courthouse on the dates of March 3, 21, 
22 an 31, to negotiate with people owing 
child support. The negotiations will take 
place prior to the time of the court hear- 
ing for anyone wishing to negotiate a set- 
tlement. All cases that are not settled in 
the negotiations will be carried over to the 
court hearing.

“The Coffee County Food Stamp office 
presently has two certification workers,’’ 
stated Mrs. Jones, ‘‘and according to new 
staff standards the county should have 4.7 
workers to meet the needs of the office. 
Iam very pleased with the dedicated staff 
at the office and, despite the adversities 
worked under, the office continues to 
work at a rate of zero concerning errors.’ 

Service Unit supervisor Cathie Hansen 
reported that in the past month the coun- 
ty unit investigated a total of 29-abuse 
reports, with five of the reports involving 
adult abuse and the remainder being 
juvenile. 

The juvenile investigations included 
reports of physical abuse - 5, sexual abuse 
- 3, and neglect - 16, During the past year 
the unit reported it had investigated 299 
cases of child abuse/neglect, with a fin- 
ding of actual abuse or neglect being found 
in 129 cases, The total of 299 cases was 
down from a four-year high of 322 in 
1986, 


It was also reported that Myrna. 


Rhoades, Natalie’ Kimble and Mrs. 
Hansen attended the Regional Foster Care 
Network meeting recently, and that in the 
future foster parents, workers and super- 
visors from the 13 county area will meet 
quarterly to plan new methods of foster 
parent recruiting and training, 


Community Resources supervisor Glen- 
da Smith stated that during January 
presentations were made to the Elba 
Rotary Club and the Enterprise Pilot Club, 
and at both meetings the discussions 
centered around the needs of the county. 
Mrs. Smith added that the needs of volun- 
tary services and the needs of the elderly 
were also a source of concern by all pre- 
sent at the meetings. 

Eligibility and Child Support supervisor 
Dianne Parker reported that in January the 
local office had an ADC (Aid to Depen- 
dent Children) fraud case in court and 
stated\that the client pled guilty and was 
ordered to make restitution. 

Mrs. Parker stated that the implemen- 
tation of the IEVS Interim Claims System 
for Public Assistance Cases, which comes 
into effect this month (March, 1988), has 
kept the eligibility workers extra busy. 
The workers have reportedly been com- 
pleting a claim form on each of their clos- 
ed cases with overpayments and potential 
overpayments, The notices have been sent 
to the clients regarding the overpayments 
and have resulted in some voluntary 
repayments on the claims. 

January was reported to be the highest 
child support collection month in recent 
memory and it is expected that 1988 will 
be a big year in the collection of payments. 
Total payments for the month amounted 
to $37,189.15, 


Area counties included among 


61 designated disaster areas 


Goy. Guy Hunt announced last week 
that the U.S. Dept. of Agriculture has 
designated 61 Alabama counties as natural 
disaster areas because of damage they sus- 
tained in 1987's 11-month drought. 

Drought conditions from Jan, through 
Nov., 1987, caused widespread crop 
damage to soybeans, hay, pastures and 
peanuts, On Jan, 8, 1988, Hunt asked the 
agriculture department to declare 53 coun- 
ties as disaster areas, thus making low- 
interest loans available to farmers through 
the Farmers Home Administration 
(FmHA), 

After reviewing damage assessment 
reports for the 53 counties, the Dept. of 


Agriculture determined that 31 of them 
had sustained sufficient damage to war- 
rant a ‘‘primary-county”’ disaster designa- 
tion, Thirty other contiguous counties 
were also included in the declaration, Hunt 
said. 


Among the 31 primary counties were! 
Butler, Henry and Pike, while the 30 con- 
tiguous counties included Bullock, Cof- 
fee, Conecuh, Covington, Crenshaw, 
Dale and Houston,
